Hitler, Duce Will Discuss Means

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24,—

Stimson said today he was

The war secretary's announce- 
ment was prompted by a question 
whether he would comment on the 
proposed Oct. 12 fight at the Yan- 
kee Stadium in New York between 
Sgt. Louis, the heavyweight cham- 
pion, and Pte. Conn. He declined 
to state what details “shocked” him. 


CHANGE PLANS 

When sanction for the fight was 
given on Sept. 8, the war depart- 
ment announcement said that the 
entire net proceeds would be turn- 
ed over to the Army Emergency 
Relief Fund. The announcement 
said further that neither fighter nor 
any “private interest” would receive 
any return. 

On Sept. 18 a change in this 
setup was announced by the com- 

mittee of New York sports writ- 
ers, named to handle the fight 
arrangements. Under the terms of 
this new setup, which the com- 
mittee said had been approved by 
the war department, it was-agreed 
that Louis would receive $100,951 
to pay off obligations. Conn was 
to receive $34,500 for the same 
purpose, 

Louis’ obligations, as announced 
by the sports committee, consisted 

of $57,805 to the 20th Century Sport- 
ing Club, of which Promoter Mike 
Jacobs is the head, and $41,146 to 
one of his managers, John Rox- 
borough. Conn’s obligation also was 
said to be to the 20th Century Sport- 
ing Club.

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Edmonton Tops 
All of Canada 


OTTAWA, Sept. 24—(CP)—The 
increase in cost of living has 
come unevenly in eight Canadian 
cities since December last year, 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics fig- 
ures disclosed yesterday, 

The general cost of living in 
Halifax in December, 1941, when 
general price contro] was institut- 
ed was at thé index figure of 113.1 
and in August this year it was 115.8, 
a gain of 2.7 points. At Saskatoon, 
in comparison, the index rise from 
116.4 to 117.5, a gain of only 11 
points. 


EDMONTON FIGURE 

During the same period—from 
December to August—the Saint 
John, N.B., index rose 2.7 points, 
Montreal 1.9, Toronto 1.7, Winni- 
peg 1.9, Edmonton 2.7 and Van- 
couver 2.6. 

In all the cities, food cost more 
in August this year than last Dec- 
ember, and the bureau placed the 
food index generally at from 29 to 
35.1 per cent above pre-war levels 
in the eight cities. Many foods 
are outside the price ceiling. 


Edmonton showed the largest 
gain in food costs between De- 
cember and August, with an in- 
dex rise from 121.1 to 130.2, or 
9.1 points. The Halifax food in- 
dex was up 8.7 points, Saint 
John’s 7.6, Montreal’s 5.8, Tor- 
onto’s 5.5, Winnipeg’s 5.8, Saska- 
toon’s 3.6, and Vancouver's 7.8, 
Rents, governed by price control 

regulations, held steady in all the 
cities between December and 
August, and no change in the index 
for this portion of the cost of liv- 
ing was shown. 

Fuel and lighting costs were un- 
changed in Halifax, Saint John, 
Toronto, Winnipeg, Saskatoon and 
Vancouver, but in Montreal the 
August index was 1148 against 
116.3 in December, 


SMALL GAINS 


Fractional gains in the cost of 
clothing were shown in most cities, 
reaching as high as one full point 
at Vancouver where the index fig- 
ure in August was 119.8 and in 
December 118.8. 

The index for home furnishings 
and services showed fractional 
Bains in Halifax, Saint John, Mont- 
‘real, Winnipeg and Edmonton, 
while the Toronto figure was un- 
changed from December and Sas- 
katoon and Vancouver showed 
minor declines.

R.A.F. Planes 
Bomb Targets

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A Poor Showing 


In the cold grey light of the morning 
after, Edmonton people cannot have felt 
very happy in the recollection that 35,000 
who were entitled to vote at Tuesday's by- 
election did not take the trouble to do so. 

Whatever the reasons, and they were 
doubtless many, this is not a creditable 
showing, and does not indicate a healthy 
state of public interest in the affairs of 
the province. This is the capital city, and 
here if anywhere there should be looked 
for an active concern in the provincial 
business, in the shaping of policies and the 
making of laws. People in other parts of 
Alberta will conclude, not without reason, 
that Edmonton has failed to give the lead- 
ership in that respect which might proper- 
ly be expected.

But the fact stands that democ- 
racy failed to function in this city on Tues- 
day, as it always fails to function when 
enough voters to change the outcome of 
an election do not poll their votes, Nothing 
can now be done about it—except for each 
voter to resolve that he or she will not al- 
low indifference to continue to be charged 
against the electorate of the city.

The Berlin Liar 


“The great majority” of the ships in 
the huge convoy carrying supplies to Rus- 
sia have reached their destination safely, 
This is London’s way of correcting the 
Berlin claim that 38 out of the 45 vessels 
had been sunk, And no accompanying 
warships were lost, though Berlin said 
six of these had been damaged or sent to 
the bottom. The one fact which the 
enemy announcer seems to have been 
guilty of stating is that the convoy was 
attacked by air and sea forces in a run- 
ning fight which lasted for days. 

Avoiding figures, London says in th's 
instance the Berlin official fictionist 
“exaggerated” more wildly than usual. 
Recalling some of his previous efforts at 
stretching the truth, that is a large order; 
but since a “great majority” of the 45 
Ships got through the tribute to the an- 
nouncer’s powers of distortion may be de- 
served, 

What matters, of course, 
arms and supplies are now in Russian 
hands, and are being rushed to points 
where they are most needed. But the at- 
tempt of Herr Hitler’s announcer to create 
an impression that the convoy had been 
almost wiped out is not without import- 
ance, There must have been a reason, 
and an impelling one, for thus inventing 
an encouraging report for Nazi consump- 
tion, The suggestion is that spirits on 
the home front were drooping at the con- 
tinued bad news from Stalingrad. They 
will droop some more if the London state- 
ment gets through the censor screen, 

If it was any part of Herr Goebbels’ 
purpose to jar the nerves of people in the 
Allied countries, he wasted his time in re- 
citing his tale of destruction over the 
microphone. Outside Germany no _ one 
any longer expects him to tell the truth, 
or any reasonable approximation thereof. 


Our Two-Front War 


Australian military authorities have 
come into possession of large quantities of 
Japanese bank notes designed for use in 
Australia and New Zealand. Tokyo an- 
nounces that its naval forces have at- 
tacked islands in the Aleutian group half- 
way between Kiska and Dutch Harbor. 

Both are plain indications of Japanese 
intent—and of the boundless confidence 
with which its plans were drawn. The 
bank notes were printed because Tokyo 
has Australia and New Zealand marked 
down for invasion and conquest. The 
attempted advance in the Aleutians can 
only mean that Alaska and British Colum- 
bia are also on the list. Kiska and Attu 
are all the listening posts the Japanese 
require in the Aleutians. 

Japan intends to make itself master of 
the Pacific, the whole of the Pacific, in- 
cluding as muen territory fronting on that 
ocean aS would be worth the cost of con- 
quest. It has prepared to carry out this 
program, over many years, and with full 
realization of what would be involved in 
the attempt, And it struck last Recember 
with full confidence that it would be able 

with the assistance of Germany—to de- 
feat the United States, Russia, Australia 
and Canada, despite all thé help these 
countries could be given by Britain and 
the other United Nations, 

This is an ambitious program, So am- 
bitious that we on this continent are sure 
it cannot be carried through; so sure that 
we have never yet regarded the war in the 
Pacific as ranking in importance with the 
war in Europe. But what we cannot afford 
to forget is that the Japanese are quite as 
certain it can be carried through, and that 
they are aiming at us now the blows which 
they mean shall leave them free to say 
what Pacific lands they will in future own 
and control—including so much of Cana- 
dian territory fronting that ocean as they 
want. 

This fact the Canadian people should 
get more clearly in mind, and readjust 
their war outlook accordingly. For us this

Well, I will. 


And what is more, I'll travel a 
long way with her in that opinion. 
But I'd hardly like to say that all 
cosmetics should be prohibited. 

You see, there’s this about it: 

Happily or unhappily, women 
have got used to seeing themselves 
with a touch of rouge on their 
cheeks and a bit of red on their 
lips. Suppose they were suddenly 
to forego these habits. It would 
take a long time to get accustomed 
to pale cheeks and the pallid lips 
that most women would have with- 
out some artificial aid. 

Do you think they would be In 
a healthy state of mind during the 
transition period? 

I don’t. I think they would be 
wretched and depressed. And that’s 
bad business, 


Excessive 

With that small reservation, I am 
prepared to say that my corre- 
spondent is absolutely right, that 
much of the money spent on cos- 
metics is sheer waste and that 
something should be done about it. 

The cosmetics business on this 
continent has grown into one of the 
largest and _ richest industries, 
preying largely on human gullibil- 
ity. 

Take face creams, for instance. 
There are only two fundamental 
formulae for face creams, a fat 
cream and a vanishing cream. The 
latter is merely a form of soap. All 
creams are merely variations of 
these two, differing mostly in the 
quality of the ingredients used. 

There is a lot of talk about fancy 
oils being used in these prepara- 
tions that “build tissue” and so on. 
A few years ago it was turtle oil. 
Then it was avocado oil. Today it 
is a dozen other things. 

It is all nonsense. There is only 
one fat that can possibly penetrate 
below the outer layer of skin.

Under the recent amendments to | 
the Income War Tax Act all em- 
ployers must deduct a stated pro- 
portion from each pay given to em- 
ployees for periods commencing 
Sept. 1 but it has been recognized | 
by the authorities, in the case of | 
seasonal harvesting employees paid 
on a daily basis, that while their 
daily pay during September, Oc- 
tober and November may be high, 
their average income over the year 
may be much lower and if the de- 
ductions be made based on the 


higher daily harvesting pay it may 
be so high that there will be re-| 
funds due to them. | 

As these refunds must first be} 
verified by details furnished by the | 
employer as to amount of deduc- 


tions made, there may be consider- 
able delay before any refunds may | 
be repaid. 

Therefore, under | 
Order-In-Council, an authorization 
has -been issued by Hon. J. L. Us- 
ley, acting minister of national reve | 
enue, to the effect that persons re- |

_{Servicemen on 
Leave to Get 
Ration Cards 


OTTAWA, S€pt. 24—(CP)— | 
Special arrangements for provid- | 
ing ration cards for men on leave 
from the armed services were an- 
nounced today by the wartime 
Prices and trade board. 


The regulations, set up after con-| 
sultation with representatives of | 
the armed forces, provide for tem-| 
porary ration cards for sailors, sold- | 
jers and airmen when on subsist- 
ence or on leave of seven days or 
more, the announcement said, and! 
are designed to simplify the proce- | 
dure for all concerned. 

Men and women living out of bar- 
racks and on subsistence allowance 
will be provided by their units with | 
temporary ration cards, good for, 
10 weeks, and if still on subsistence | 
at the end of that period must re- | 
apply for cards. If they are taken| 
off subsistence, the unit is respons- | 
ible for collection of the cards. 

Those who were on subsistence 
before July 1 and who have per-| 
manent ration books are entitled to 
retain them so long as they remain} 
on subsistence. 


TEMPORARY CARDS 


The statement said non-com- | 
missioned officers and men of the | 
army and navy get passes when 
proceeding on leave, and these are | 
to be presented at any office of | 
the board for issue of temporary | 
ration cards. Army and navy of- 
ficers are not issued passes, , but 
arrangements have been made with 
the defence departments to give 
them chits with which to obtain | 
ration cards. Should any officers | 
apply before this arrangement has 
come into operation, the rationing 
officer may use his discretion.

Some of these hollow 
spaces are called sinuses and some 
of them referred to as antra. For 
example, the hollow space in the 
upper jawbone is called the an- 


trum of Highmore—while the two | 


air-cavities located in the fore- 


head are called the frontal sinuses, | 


These spaces communicate 
through the nose, being lined with 
a continuation of the same mucous 
membrane which lines the inside of 
the nasal chamber. The healthy 
sinus drains into the nose by way 
of a very small Opening, but when 
the sinus is inflamed, the mucous 
membrance may swell up suffici- 
ently so as to close the Opening and 
thus shut off proper drainage. 

The sinus cavities usually become | 
inflamed after a cold, when the 
inflammation of the nose spreads | 


Inasmuch as an inflamed mucous 
membrane throws off a greatly in- 
creased secretion of mucous, you | 
will see how important it is that | 
proper drainage be maintained 
just at this time. In addition to} 
the mucous which is discharged, | 
pus may also form and this ac- 
material may then be 
retained within the sius or antrum, 
due to the closure of the opening. 
The pain so frequently found in| 
sius trouble is the result of this 
accumulation, and is produced he- 
cause the mucous induces pressure 
against the bone. 

_ Sinusitis, ov inflammation of a 
sinus trouble is the result of this 
and a chronic form. The acute at- 
tack may cure itself by spontaneous 
recovery which takes place when 
the pxit from the sinus opens up 
again and allows the accumulated 
material to discharge.

In fact, sinus trouble is one of 
the large family of catarrhal 
troubles and the systemic treat- 
men is the same as that used for 
overcoming catarrh.

Sugar is an extremely necessary 
part of an_ infant's formula. 
Enough milk to provide the pro- 
tein needs of the child will not 
satisfy the appetite. The child 
still acts hungry. Breast milk is 
much sweeter than cows’ milk, 
indicating that cows’ milk formulas 
must have added sugar. 

As the baby grows the amount of 
Sugar should decrease so that at 
about the age of 10 to 12 months 
the baby can take an undiluted, un- 
Sweetened milk. 

The first feedings of cereal are 
not artificially sweetened and if 
well-cooked, or properly pre-cook- 
ed, they have a nut-like flavor 
which children like unless we have 
spoiled their taste for it by the ad- 
dition of sugar. 

Some fruits are sweet enough but 
prunes may be rather tart and the 
addition of a little sugar is pleas- 
ant and harmless.

The Germans are ringed about 
with enemies who are slowly grow- 
ing in strength and will shortly be 
ready to attack from all sides. The 
only hope of survival for Germany 
lies in severing the channels 
through which their power is being 
distributed for application at the 
fighting fronts. 

Most important to German secur- 
ity is the northern supply route to 
Russia. The outcome of Hitler's 
campaign on the eastern front is 
hanging in the balance, with time 
and climate beginning to work 
against him. If fe Russians get 
enough tanks and guns, fighter air- 
craft and other military equipment 
in the next few weeks, they might 
be able to dislodge the German 
army from its fortified bastions all 
the way from the Volga to Lake 
Ladoga. 


WOULD CUT ARCTIC ROUTE 


The Germans are therefore in- 
tensifying their naval and air at- 
tacks on Anglo-American convoys 
proceeding along the Arctic route 
to Murmansk. The enemy claims 
that in a recent attack on a convoy 
of forty-five ships German aircraft 
and submarines sank twenty-five 
and damaged eight others beyond 
all hope of reparation. British 
sources brand the German claims as 
greatly exaggerated, but it is almost
